DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-41 and 55-68 are allowed over the prior art of record. The following is 
an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record fails to 
specifically disclose that aligning does not require beginning with either top of bottom 
node of the hierarchical parent/child structure of the dependency structures, and 
wherein the aligning is not based on top-down processing or bottom-up processing of 
nodes, and wherein an order of aligning nodes is based on linguistic relevance, 
beginning with aligning nodes having more linguistic relevance than aligning nodes 
having less linguistic relevance. Furthermore, it would have not been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to modify the prior art of record in order to 
derive the claimed invention.
